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STAMP FINDS IS 
HELP TO: FARMER 


Ottawa, Ont.—The farmer receives 
‘a higher price for his grain as a re- 
sult of the present system of futures 
trading. This is the chief conclusion 
of the government commission headed 
by Sir Josiah Stamp, British econo- 
mist, whose report was tabled in the 
House of. Commons. | 

While recommending the retention 
of futures, trading as the best method 
of adding security to. the producer’s 
position, the commission believes pub- 
lic confidence in grain trading would 
be increased and suspicions of pro- 
ducers abated if a degree of govern- 
ment supervision were employed. 

The report deals exhaustively with 
the many phases of grain trading and 
follows examination of over 50 wit- 
nesses in Winnipeg, Regina, Calgary, 
Minneapolis and Chicago. Hearings 
began on April 13 in Winnipeg, and 
work of the commission was conclud- 
ed two weeks later in New York. Be- 
sides Sir Josiah’ Stamp, other mem- 
bers of the commission were Chief 
Justice J. T. Brown, of’ Regina, chos- 
_en by the’ prairie’ governments’ to 
represent the farmers, and W. Sanford 
Evans of Winnipeg, representing the 
grain trade. 

The commission urges caution in 
giving too great effect to the periods 
of abnormal fluctuation’ such as in 
1920-21 and 1929-31 and. base their. 
- conclusions on normal times. : 

Dealing specifically with the refer- 
ence to the commission—‘“to inquire 
into and report upon what effect, if 
any, the dealing in grain futures has 
upon the price received by the pro- 
d@lucer”—the findings may be summar- 
{zed as follows: 

There is no effect upon the long 
period major trends of price, which. 
must find, their position relative to 
the price of other commodities in the 

_ long run. 
_ Major fluctuations in price ‘from 
year to year and quarter to quarter 
are léssened “to make the producer’s 
position more stable and secure.” 

. Minor day to day oscillations: are 
increased, but these tend to level off 
major fluctuations and benefit the 
producer. Also gamblers lose money 
in such a way as to increase the pro- 
eet ie Views certainly, p bat with 2 
high degree of probability, to increase 
+ the average price received in' the 
long run by the producer, to an in- 
determinate but appreciable extent.” — 

If Canada were to abandon futures 
trading while the rest of the world 
retain it, there would be a disadvan- 
tage for Canadian wheat “which 
would definitely fall upon the pro- 
ducer in a lower price.”

De. J. H. GRISDALE, B. Agr, 

D.Sc.A., Deputy Minister of 
‘Agriculture. for Canada, is chair- 
man of the Conference :and Pro- 
gramme Committee of the World's 
Grain Exhibition and Conference 
.and in this capacity is charged with 
-<ne of the most important phases 
.of the 1932 world-wide event. 


Born at St. Marthe, Quebec, in 
1870, the son of farming parents, 
Dr. Grisdale entered the Ontario 
Agricultural College at Guelph in 
1896, and was an under-graduate 
student until 1907.. He completed 
his studies at the Iowa State Col- 
lege and graduated in 1898 as a 
Bachelor of Agriculture. 


Returning to Canada in 1899, Dr. 


“Grisdale was given charge of the important position of agriculturalist 


at the Central Experiment Farm at Ottawa. 


In 1911 he became direc- 


tor of. the Dominion Experimental Farms. 


Practical knowledge of farming, technical training and a keenly 
:analytical mind aré the qualifications that make Dr. Grisdale the logical 
head of the Federal department experimental farm branch, the largest 
-system in the world devoted to agricultural ‘practice, investigations and 
‘research. While director Dr. Grisdale was called upon to act as Domin- 
ion field husbandman from 1911 to 1919 and Dominion botanist from 


1917 to 1919. 


In 1919, when the position of Deputy Minister of Agriculture for 
Canada became vacant, Dr. Grisdale. was appointed and he has held 
this position since that tise, as wel! as having been, acting commissioner 


vof agriculture. 


- Dr. Grisdale acted as advisor to the Canadian Government in Lens 
«don, England, in 1922, conferring with the British Ministry of Agricul- 
‘ture regarding regulations incidental to the lifting of the cattle em- 
‘barge, also as agricultural advisor ta the Canadian delegation at the 1923

‘Unemployment ; 

Dominion-wide conference on un- 

employment, called by federal author- 
ities to consider the present situation 
and possible remedies, was approved 
by the city council of Saskatoon. The 
motion wds iterates by Ald. A. M. 
Eddy. 
There was no ‘doubt in his mind, 
Ald, Eddy said, that such a confer- 
ence could do muoh toward _ over- 
coming the present situation. Offi- 
cials of cities and towns throughout 
the whole of. the Dominion were ’ 
dealing with their local unemploy- 
ment problems, and many might be 
in a position to contribute ideas or 
plans*which would work for improve- 
ment, he said. 

Desirability,of a conference to con- 
| sider the unentployment: question was 
also suggested’ by Alderman R. M. 
Pinder. Some solution, he believed, 
| could be worked out. At present the 

| various bodies, including municipal, 
| provincial and Dominion, sat back
